Evergreen Trees 


Evergreens are very desirable, but they are difficult to transplant, 
and both the time and manner of transplanting should be looked to. 
They should never be set in the fall. They may be set in August, 
or after they have started in May; but they should be subjected to 
as little exposure as possible, and be set with great care. 


PRUNING EVERGREENS. 


Use the knife occasionally to thicken the growth and preserve the 
shape. This can be done in April or May, just before the trees start 
to grow.

PRUNING SHRUBS. 


Many persons trim and shear them into regular shape, imagining 
that regular outline adds to their effect and beauty. While symmetry 
and regularity of form are to be admired in a shrub, this quality should 
never be gained at the expense of health and natural grace. 

Each shrub has peculiarities of habit and foliage, and we should 
aim to preserve them as far as possible. Judicious pruning to secure 
health and vigor is necessary, but trimming all kinds of shrubs into 
one form shows a lack of appreciation for natural beauty, to say the 
least. Weigelas, Deutzias, Forsythias, Mock Orange, Spiraeas and 
Lilacs flower on the wood of the preceding year’s growth, hence the 
shrubs should not be pruned in Winter cr Spring, but in June, after 
they have finished flowering, when the old wood should be shortened 
or cut out, thus promoting the growth®of!the young wood, which is to 
flower the following season. 

Althzas and Honeysuckles may be trimmed during the winter or 
early spring, but the branches should only be reduced enough to keep 
them in good shape.

PLANTING AND CULTIVATION. 


Roses should be planted in a deep, rich, well-drained soil so that the 
top roots are not less than two inches below the surface, and should be 
severely pruned every spring before the buds start, cutting back the 
last growth to three or four buds, except Climbing Roses, which may 
first be allowed to partly cover the space desired. Old decayed branches 
should never remain. Every autumn compost should be placed around 
the stem of the plants, and spaded into the ground the following spring. 

After planting, the earth should be dug up around them so as to 
form a small channel all around the bush; pour into this some liquid 
manure, mixing the earth that has to be replaced in with it. A small 
quantity of liquid manure given to the bushes in the manner described, 
twice a month, will encourage growth and blossom. 


The Rose Garden 


WINTER PROTECTION. 


The best method of Winter protection for Roses is, in the fall to 
bank with earth well around the roots and crown of the bushes and then 
cover the branches with a covering of forest leaves or straw. A neat 
and effective way is to surround the beds with a temporary fence of 
12-inch chicken fence wire, filled with leaves, which are easily obtained. 
Evergreen boughs make a fair covering, but are difficult to obtain in 
quantity. Corn stalks are frequently used. Leaves, however, answer 
the purpose admirably, and a better or more natural covering it is 


difficult to get. 
FOR THE ROSES. 


A noted Rose grower, in his treatise, ‘‘ The Rose,” says:—‘‘ He who 
would have beautiful Roses in his garden, must have beautiful Roses 
in his heart. The application of certain remedies, therefore, is not all 
that is required; you must be vigilant and,watch your Roses carefully 
if you want them healthy.” . 
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FOR THE ROSES (Continued) 


Aphis.—This is a small green louse, when fully grown about an 
eighth of an inch in length. If your Roses are troubled with ants, 
watch for the Aphis. A simple remedy is to smoke your plants with 
Tobacco. ‘The following formula will prove beneficial:—Quassia, or 
tobacco stems, 4 oz.; pour on a gallon of water, and boil ten minutes; 
strain, and add 4 oz. soft soap; apply when cold with whisk broom. 


Mildew.—This is often found on Roses when they are shaded too 
much. A continuance of damp weather also produces mildew. The 
remedy for this is simple, if taken in time, and consists of a sprinkling 
of soot or sulphur. ‘This should be applied either early in the morning, 
while the dew in on the plants, or else the plants may be given a sprinkl- 
ing of water and the remedy applied then, so it will adhere to the leaves. 

Red Spider.—This insect is found more commonly on Roses grown 
in the house, where the atmosphere is dry and hot. They are very 
small, but should the foliage on your tender Roses assume a yellow 
tinge, watch for the red spider, a reddish brown in color. An applica- 
tion of whale-oil soap, dissolved in warm water, will usually destroy 
them. As the red spider is found on the under side of the leaf, it is 
necessary to use a bulb or syringe for this solution, to throw the water 
on the desired spot. It is well to wash the plants occasionally with 
clear water when using this solution. 

Slug.—The slug is the larva of the saw-fly. The female flies per- 
forate the Rose leaf in different places, and deposit their eggs in these 
incisions. ‘These hatch rapidly, and the slugs feed on the foliage. 
Powdered white hellebore is the best remedy; a solution of whale-oil 
soap is also good.
